He had been 
Financial Secretary to the Trea- 
sury during the War ond was at 
this time President of the Board 
of Trade. : 

He becamo the ruling force in 
British politics from October, 1922, 
when he ousted Mr. Lloyd George, 
until June, 1936, when, loaded 
with honours . and enshrined in 
publle esteem, he laid down his 
heavy task and retired in dignity. 
and silence to his Worcesterahire 
home. . 

My relations with this states- 
man are a definite part of the 
tale I have to tell. Our differen- 
ces at times were serious, but 
ol] these years and later I nover 
had an unpleasant: personal in- 
terview or contact with him, and 
at no time did I feel we could 
not talk together in good faith 
and understanding as man to 
man, ' 

At the crucial moment (when 
the Coalltion fell in October, 
1922) I was prostrated by a severe 
operation for appendicitis, and In 
the morning when I recovered 
consclousness I learned that the 
Lloyd George Govérnment had 
resigned, and that I had lost not 
only my appendix but my Office 
as Secretary ‘of State for the Do- 
minions and Colonies, in which 
I conceived myself to have had 
some Parliamentary and adminis- 
trative success. . 

Mr. Bonar Law, who had Ieft 
us a year before for serious rea- 
rons of health, reluctantly became 
Prime Minister. He formed a 
Government of what one might 
calt “The Second Eleven.” ‘Mr. 
Baldwin, the outstanding figure, 
was Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

Early in the year 1923 Mr. 
Bonar Law resigned the Premier- 
ship and retired to die of his 
fell affliction. Mr..Baldwin suc- 
ceeded him as Prime Minister, 
and Lord Curzon reconciled him- 
self to the office of Forcign Sec- 
retary In the: new Administra- 
tion. ©” : i 

Thus began that period of thir-' 
teen years which may well be 
called “The Baldwin-MacDonald 
regime.” As Mr. MacDonald never 
obtained on independent majority, 
Mr. Baldwin, whether In office or 
opposition. was the ruling poli- 
tical figure in Britain. 

At first in alternation but even- 
tually in political brotherhood, 
thesa two statesmen governed the 
country. Nominally the repre- 
sentatives of opposing parties, of 
contrary doctrines, of antagonis~ 
tic” interests, they proved” Infact 
to be more nearly okin in outs 
look, temperament and method 
than any other two men who had 
been Prime Ministers since that 
office was known tu the Consti- 
tution. : 

Curiously enough, the sympo- 
thies of each extended far into 
the territory of the other.

Stanley Baldwin, apart from a 
manufacturer's ingrained approval 
of Protection, was’ by disposition 
a truer representative: of mild 
Socialism than many to be found 
in the Labour ranks.

for me. In charge of each of 
my 34 committee rooms was a 
Conservative- M.P. defying ‘his 
lJeador, Mr. Baldwin, and the Party 
machine. This was unprecedent- 
ed. I was defented only by 43 
votes out of 20,000 cast. 

At the General Election I was 
returned for Epping by a ‘10,000 
majority but as a “Constitutlonal- 
ist," I would not at that time 
sdopt the name “Conservative.” 
I had had some frichdly contacts 
with Mr. Baldwin in the interval; 
but I did not think he would 
survive to be Prime Minister. 
Now on the morrow of his vic- 
tory I had no idea how he felt 
towards me. : 

I was surprised, and the Con- 
servative Party dumbfounded, 
“when he Invited: mé to become 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, the 
office which ‘my’ father had once 
hela. A‘year later, with the ap- 
proval of my constituents, not 
having been pressed personally in 
any way, I formally rejoined the 
Conservative Party and the Carl- 
ton Club, which I had left twenty 
years before. 

For almost five years I lived 
next door to Mr. Baldwin at No. 
11, Downing Street, and nearly 
every morning on my way 
through his house to the Trea- 
sury I Jooked in upon him for a 
fow minutes’ chat in the Cabinet 
Room. As I was one of his lead- 
ing colleagues, I take my share: 
of responsibility for all that hap- 


Churchill goss on to 
describe the negotiations in 
1925 starting with an exchange 
of Notes between Germany and 
France, which led up to the 
Locarno Treaty of 1936). 

The British Dominions wero 
not enthusiastic about a Western 
Pact.

If we could only weave Gaul 
and Teuton so closely together 
economically, and morally as to 
prevent the occasion of new quar- 
rels, and muke old antagonisms 
die in the realisation of mutual 
prosperity and interdependence. 
Europe would rise again, It 
seemed to me that the supreme 
interest of the British people in 
Europe lay in the assuagement of 
the Franco-German’ feud, and 
that they had no other interests 
comparable or contrary to that. 
This is still my view. today. 

Mr. Austen Chambcrlain, as 
Foreign Secretary, had an outlook 
which was respected by all pare 
ues, and the whole Cabinct was 
united in his support. In July 
the Germans replicd to the French 
Note, accepting the linklng-up of 
a Western Pact with the entry 
of Germany into’ the League

In August the French, with the 
full agreement of Great Britain, 
replied officially to Germany. 
Germany must-enter the League 
without reservations as the first 
and indispensable stop. The Ger- 
man Government accepted this 
stipulation, This meant that the 
conditions of the Treaties were to 
continue in force unless or until 
modified by mutual arrangement, 
and that no specific pledge for a 
reduction of  Allicd armaments 
had been obtained. | :

The Conference achieved: First, 
the Treaty of Mutual Guarantee 
between the five Powers; second- 
ly, Arbitration Treaties between 
Germany and France, Germany

Thus did the Western European 
democracies ogree to keep the 
Peace among themselves in all 
circumstances, and to stand 
united against any one of their 
number who broke the contract 
and marched in aggression upon 
ag brother land. As between 
France and Germany, Great Brl- 
tain becamo solemnly pledged to 
come to the aid of whichever of 
the other two States was the 
object of unprovoked aggression. 

The question whether there was 
any obligation on the part of 
France or Britain to disarm, or 
te “disarm to any particular level, 
was.not affected. : 

I had been brought into these 
matters as Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer at on early stage. My 
own view about this two-way 
guarantce was that while France 
remained nrmed and Germany 
disarmed, Germany could: not at- 
tack her; and that on the other 
hand France could never attack 
Germany if that automatically 
involved Britain becoming Ger- 
many’s ally. Britain and the 
League of Nations, which Ger- 
many joined as part‘of the Agrec- 
ment offered a real protection to 
the German people. 


Thus there was a balance creat- 
ed in which Britain, whose major 
interest was the cessation of the 
quarrel between Germany and 
France, was to a large extent 
umpire and arbiter.
